In K\van Hwang-, 26-year-old Korean 
student, realized his fondest dream when he arrived in 
the United States early Tuesday morning to continue 
his education at El Camino col-<$                     
lege.

Hwang departed from Seoul, 
Korea, aboard a Northwest Air­ 
line's Flagship and upon arriv­ 
ing in Tokyo, Japan, he boarded 
a Pan American Clipper and 
arrived at the Los Angeles In­ 
ternational Airport at 7 a.m., 
January 18.

First Impression
His first impression of the. 

United States was that every­ 
thing was "strange and won­ 
derful." He *aid that-he was 
astounded at the great number 
of cars owned by students at 
El Camino. At Seoul National 
university, where Hwang 
majored in Law for one year, 
only the president of the uni- 
.versity was fortunate enough 
to own a ear.

Hwang intends to major in 
International Relations and po­ 
litical science at El Carnino 
with a position in the State 
Department of Korea as his 
ultimate goal.

While Hwang was with the 
Republic of Korea, 5th Infan­ 
try Division, during the recent 
Korean conflict, he learned of 
El Camino college from an 
American soldier, George Bis- 
hara, who was a fcirmer stu­ 
dent. This information launc'hed 
Hwang on an IS month corre­ 
spondence with El Camino of­ 
ficials.

Encouraged
Merl F. Sloan. director of 

student personnel, engaged in

the prolonged correspondence 
with Hwang and gave needed 
information and encourage­ 
ment. With help and sponsor­ 
ship from the Gardena Rotary 
club, Hwang finally waded 
through all necessary red tape 
and was admitted into the 
United States.

Hwang. w'ho was attached for 
three years to the Belgian 
army, left his parents, onq 
brother, and two sisters behind 
in Korea. He indicated that he 
would probably transfer to an 
American university for upper 
division work upon completion 
of requirements at El Camino.

Hwang demonstrated his ap­ 
preciation to Merl F. Sloan. dl 
rector of student personnel at 
El Camino. Hamilton M. Mad- 
da ford, an assistant director, 
and President Geoffrey Borke 
at the Gardena Rotary club by 
presenting each tokens from 
his native country.

Dining in the El Camino cafe­ 
teria s'hort\y after his arrival 
Tuesday. Hwang glanced at a 
gentleman at a near-by table. 
"Dr. Harless?" he asked. Ht 
had Identified the college direc­ 
tor of instruction from the col­ 
lege catalog carefully memoPv 
ized prior to his 7000-mile trip 
from Seoul to El Camino. Every 
building and every administra 
tor was known to the former 
Korean Sergeant.
